Ed Clark, verbally, and the Austin Defensge Recrea!;ion Council, .by letter, protested the matter .
if tha'project 1s to be in the nature of a carnival, but withdrew auch objections if amame is to dbe
devold of ganbling devices, .

Following the discussion, the City Attorney was inetructed to prepare an amendment to the Carnival

Ordinance which would exclude amusement parke from the category of carnivale, and submit such ordi-

nance to the Council for conslderation at the next regular meeting.
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
